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OUR EXPERIENCES OF AGRICULTURAL LIBRARY 
CO-OPERATION IN SOCIALIST COUNTRIES

Between the countries and individual institutes of the socialist 
camp a considerable number and variety contracts and agreements 
regarding cultural and scientific co-operation have been signed, 
which contained arrangements for the exchange of publications. For 
the purpose of this report, however, it is necessary to mention first of 
all a document which is of fundamental importance for the co-oper- 
ation between librarians of agricultural scientific libraries in the 
socialist countries. What I have in mind is the ‘Agreement concerning 
the direct co-operation between central scientific institutes in the 
sector of agriculture and forestry’, which was agreed upon in the 
autumn (5 October) of the year 1956 in Berlin on the occasion of the 
second Co-ordinative Conference. The text of the Agreement shows 
the determination of the signatories to attain the closest possible 
mutual co-operation in the exchange of information and material 
concerning research and the various practical aspects of agriculture, 
forestry, and related sciences. The following libraries of the various 
participants of the conference were entrusted with the exchange of 
agricultural and silvicultural literature:

For technical reasons it has not been possible to quote here the 
whole of the document, and I therefore limit myself to those passages 
that have a direct bearing on co-operation between the libraries. 

According to article III of the document all partners exchange be- 
tween themselves two copies of all their publications, especially of 
scientific journals, scientific publications, lists of published periodi- 
cals and publications, and lists of additions in their libraries. All 
partners also exchange duplicates from their libraries, and their own 
as well as foreign documentation material. Finally, the text of the 
Agreement makes it obligatory for all partners to exchange and, if 
requested, to supply photocopies and microfilms of scientific litera- 
ture. 

Thus it is evident that this is not a case of mechanical exchange of 
literature, such as takes place between the book-shops of the various 
countries, but that the purpose of the Agreement is to enable the 
signatories to gain access even to material that is not obtainable on 
the normal book market, and which also deals, among other topics, 
with problems of internal organisation and with the technique of 
the work in the various libraries etc. On the other hand, it is under- 
stood that only material of some importance - according to the 
contents - is sent to the other partners, - not, for example, general 
circulars or instructions. 

The various libraries have, however, voluntarily extended their 
obligations, so as to be able to comply with the wishes of their 
partners. Thus, for example, our library sends to all signatories - 
should they wish it - not only the two copies of its own publications 
but also a further copy of all publications issued by the State Agricul- 
tural Publishing House in Prague. These publications are mostly of 
a rather popular character, and are published for the needs of prac- 
tical agriculture, although there are among them also technical pu- 
blications and publications dealing with scientific research. This 
gives our partners a survey of the most fundamental part of Czech 
agricultural literary production. Similarly, we receive from the Cen- 
tral Agricultural Library of the German Academy of Agricultural 
Sciences most of the publications issued by the publishing house 
Deutscher Bauernverlag, and from the Centralnej Biblioteki Rol- 
niczej in Warsaw the publications of the Polish agricultural and 
silvicultural publishing house etc. 

According to the wording of the Agreement the mutual exchange 
of literature is independent of all commercial considerations, and 
therefore no principle of reciprocity is required. This is a very im- 
portant fact, which shows not only their mutual confidence, but also 
the determination of the partners to co-operate by all means at their 
disposal. It is obvious that, for example, our library cannot insist on 
full reciprocity in its exchange with Albania and other countries, 
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and, similarly, we have no doubt that our friends in Albania, Bul- 
garia, Hungary, and elsewhere always send us all that their literary 
production and other circumstances allow them to send. Experience 
has shown us that none of the partners has ever abused the fact that 
no principle of reciprocity has been stipulated. 

Another, and in our opinion a very important, feature of the 
agreement is the principle, that between the single partners two 
copies of all the publications are exchanged. As a rule one copy 
remains in the library entrusted with the exchange, and the second 
copy is handed over to the library of that research insti- 
tute to which the publication, according to its subject, is of most 
interest. Thus, for example, our library sends publications dealing 
with mechanization and electrification of agriculture to the library 
of the Research Institute for the Mechanization and Electrification 
of Agriculture in Prague, publications dealing with plant production, 
phytopathology etc. to the library of the Research Institute for Plant 
Production at Ruzyné, while publications dealing with animal pro- 
duction are sent to the library of the Research Institute for Animal 
Production at Uhrinéves etc. 


It is obvious that there are no uniform preconditions for the fulfil- 
ment of all the tasks of the Agreement. In our opinion the possibili- 
ties of establishing and keeping up personal relations between the 
workers of the various libraries or their various departments have 
not been fully utilized. Even though certain steps have been taken 
in this direction, these steps were rather short ones and are, we hope, 
only the beginning of a much closer co-operation, which is essential 
as a basis for a more intimate personal acquaintance. 

We are also considering the possibility of creating an organ, in which 
all participating libraries would be represented, inasfar as they are in- 
terested, and in which all problems concerning the mutual co-operation 
between the libraries could be solved, as, for example, the exchange of 
material as well as other problems in the work of librarians, in the 
common solving of which the parties might be interested. As a result 
of this basic Agreement between the Central Scientific Institutes in 
the sector of Agriculture and Forestry a greater number of ‘Agree- 
ments Concerning the Direct Scientific Co-operation’ between the 
various central scientific institutes were signed during the year 1957. 
The contents of these agreements are essentially analogous to the 
basic Agreement, but give a more precise definition and widen the 
mutual relations between the partners, which relations had been 
defined within the scope of the Agreement. Thus, for example, in the 
agreement concluded on 24 October 1957 between the Czechoslovak 
Academy of Agricultural Sciences and All-Union Academy of Agri- 
cultural Sciences, Moscow, an additional obligation for the libraries 
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of both partners was included, binding both sides to lend literature 
and information of all kinds free of charge. 

We have found this Agreement to be of considerable value for the 
work of the librarians of all participating countries. Now that al- 
ready one year and a half have passed since the Agreement was con- 
cluded, we can fully appreciate its significance for our work, This 
agreement also shows what the friendly co-operation with the 
librarians and institutes of other countries, with which we keep up 
an exchange of agricultural, silvicultural and other literature, should 
be like. 

We therefore hope to be able to build up good relations with our 
partners also in other countries on the same or on similar, mutually 
favourable principles. We also think that just now the time has come 
to extend this co-operation to the agricultural and silvicultural 
libraries of all countries that would be interested in the friendly 
exchange of agricultural and silvicultural literature, and to show that 
librarians too - especially in this field of international co-operation 
- can do a lot of good work for a better understanding between na- 
tions. We should therefore be very glad to establish new, and enlarge 
existing, exchange activities and personal relations with all agricul- 
tural and silvicultural libraries throughout the world, in accordance 
with such principles as would help remove all obstacles in the way 
of good and peaceful relations. 

We sincerely wish that such branches of human activity as the ex- 
change of literature and friendly co-operation between libraries and 
librarians of scientific institutes, should contribute to a better under- 
standing among all peoples of the world. We hope that our colleagues 
in all countries will have confidence in the success of this endeavour 
and will help us in it.

WORLD AGRICULTURAL ECONOMICS ABSTRACTS 


Interim Report on preparatory work 


The funds made available by the Council of Economic and Social 
Affairs, Inc., New York, were received by the Treasurer of the 
International Association of Agricultural Librarians and Documenta- 
lists, Mr. Th. P. Loosjes, Wageningen, Netherlands. A first instal- 
ment was put at the disposal of the provisional editor of the Journal, 
Prof. S. v. Frauendorfer, Vienna, for meeting current expenses. 

Negotiations were carried on with various European printers. The 
result was that a printer in The Hague (Netherlands) made the most 
attractive offer. Since the printing costs are relatively low it has 
been suggested to increase the number of copies to be printed to a 
total of 2,500. It was argued that the sample number might serve as 
the first regular number of the final journal and that there might be 
later an urgent need of supplying subscribers with the first number 
issued. Therefore a reserve stock would be quite useful. 

The provisional editor approached a considerable number of agri- 
cultural economists, librarians and organizations in various countries 
inviting them to assist the work of the editor by providing abstracts 
or short summaries of recent publications dealing with social and 
economic aspects of agriculture. Replies and contributions are arriv- 
ing in growing numbers, but the main load of the work rests with the 
editor who has contributed so far about 110 summaries, most of them 
referring to books, reports and articles published during the first 
quarter of 1958. The total of references collected by 25 April 
amounted to 145. The originals covered by the abstracts come from 
18 different countries and are published in 12 different languages. 
It is hoped to widen the international scope still further and to 
arrive at a total of 300 references for the final publication which wil 
contain about 100 printed pages. A short explanatory introduction 
and an alphabetical author index will be included. 

Arrangements have been made for the manuscript to go to 
press early in June and it is hoped that printed copies will be avail- 
able by the end of July. The circulation of the sample numbers will 
be started early enough to enable the member of the International 
Conference of Agricultural Economists to examine the sample num- 
ber before the Conference meeting in Mysore, India (early Septem- 
ber) where the problem of publishing a quarterly journal of this 
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kind will be discussed and where an editorial board might be set up. 

It is suggested that the title of the new journal shall be World 
Agricultural Economics Abstracts. The title and the headings of the 
various chapters corresponding to the adopted classification scheme 
will be given in 4 languages: English, French, German, Spanish.
